Standing face to tace with a powerful 
corpuratioun, which had accumulated mill- 
ions by a cuurse of whuiesale aud ex- 
tended plunder, and which by long prac- 
tice had iearuea the art of cerrupting men, 
we realized at the outset the greatuess of 
the t.sk we had undertaken. Que of our first 
steps was to send forth ap appeal for heip, 
to wur brothers in all the States; that we 
might receive the counten«nce, and aid 
also, of the well-intentioned peupiein every 
section of our Common country. 
We are proud to be able vw declare that 
the respunuse from every quarter was im- 
mediate apdaiso eifective; and a result 
has veen the closiugof the United States 
wais to the nefarious business of this 
gawbiing corpor.tion, 
Many good people consider that this has 
been « fatal biow to this infamous institu- 
tioa, and that its death is but a matter of 
time.

Yesterday Senator Teller introduced 
a bill (by request) providing for an ap- 
propriation  of.$50,000,000 to. establish 
colonies of negroes in Lower Cali- 
fornia, the money to be gradually re- 
paid to the Government by the colored 
gentlemen in the sweet bye and bye. 

This reminds us of another deep- 
laid scheme, which is on fvot, to popu- 
late,and popularize the Peninsula, 


which was once thought to be an 


island. The matter has been kept 
very secret, but, like most secrets, it 
bas leaked out, and, of course, came 
into the possession of THe Times, 
which, now, as a public duty, divuiges 
it, although this premature publicity 
may resultin entirely upsetting the 
pians of the conspirators, 

The new movement is knctvn by the 
somewhat lengthy title of ‘Baja Cali- 
fornia Acquisition, Convict Coloniza- 
tion and Government Land Loan Com- 
pany (Limited.)’’ The prime movers 
und leading stockholders in the concern 
are three; by name, Stanford, Van- 
deverand Waterman. The project, as 
outlined, is this: Gen. Vandever is to 
introduce a bill permitting the pur- 
chase of the Peninsula by the 
company. This, it is supposed, 
would be less objectionable to Mexico 
than its purebiase by the United States. 
It is then to be colonized by the con- 
victs whom Waterman has liberated 
for this special purpose. Stanford will 
at once introduce a billin the Senate 
to loan the company $2.50 an acre on 
every acre in the Penuisula, at one- 
half of one per cent. per annum, paya- 
ble in products of the country at 
par. A big university and dis- 
tillery are to be ‘established at 
San Quintin “by “Senator Stanford, 
which—tbhe university, not the dis- 
tillery—will be endowed with a pro- 
fessorsbip of deportment by Mr. Water- 
man. The projectors also contemplate 
the establishment of a steamship 
line from Ensenada to New Caledonia, 
where the French havé a penal settle- 


ment. It is thought that Mr. 
Blaine’s plan of reciprocity may 
be put in successful operation 


with this French colony, as the French 
convicts are understood to possess 
many traits of charac er that are lack- 
‘ing in Mr. Waterman’s protégés. 
Altogether the scheme is a daring. 
one,and much more ambitious and 
comprehensive than any yet advo- 


cated for the aggrandizement of the 


Peninsula. Like previous enter- 
prises of the kind, it bears: 
Lupon its face, however, .the 


stamp of the San Diego boomers. The 
idea unquestionably is to make San 
Diego agreat popular resort for the 
wealthy and esthetic of the world, who 
would flock to that city to enjoy the 
combined advantages of culture and 
climate which the neighboring terri- 
tory would offer. 

The people of the United States 
should put their feet down as one man 
upon this daring attempt to build up 
San Diego at the expense of the rest of 
the United States, and New Jersey. 


THE TORREY BANKRUPT BILL, 


For years past there has been a 
growing demand throughout’ the 
country fora pbational bankrupt law. 
The present laws, differing largely in 
the various States, work great in- 
justice. To provide such a law, the 
Torrey bankrupt bill was introduced 
in Congress and passed by the House, 
in July last. It has been favorably re- 
ported for passage by the Judiciary 
Committee of the Senate, and will, if 
the demands of the people from all 
sections aie heeded, be considered 
during the present session. 

This bill bas received the approval 
of a national convention, composed of 
the representatives of the commercial 
bodies of the United States and hun- 
dreds of Chambers of Commerce, 
Boards of Trade, and other commercial 
bodies. Hon. Ezra B. Taylor, chair 
man of the Committee on Judiciary of] 
the House, says be considers the Tor-, 
rey bill one of the most important 
measures now before Congress. He 
says, further, that in a legislative ex- 
perience extending over more than ten 
years, he has never known a measure 
to be presented to Congress the enact- 
ment of which was more generally 
urged. 

Following are the provisiong of this 
most important bill, in brief: 

United States District courts have original 
jurisdiction, but State courts may try con- 
troversies involving tp rights. 

Keterees are to appointed and their 


territories assigned by circuit courts ata 
time when the district judge is on the 


bench. 
Trustees will be appointed by the cred. | 
itors. 

‘Tne referee shall cause an expeditious 
and economical administration of the es- 
tate, and return the records into the court, 

The trustees shali reduce the estate to 
cash and distribute it in dividends to the 
creditors as soon as possivie. 

A’ $10 fee shall be paid to the clerk when 
the petition is filed as his entire compeusa- 
tion in the case. 

The Government shall receive one per 
centum on dividends paid by estates an! haif 
amount on dividends paid in composi- 
tion, 

The trustee shall receive from the estate 
five per centum on the first $5000 paid out in 
dividends, two per centum on the second 
$5000, and one per centum on additivnal 
amounts. 

The referee shall receive not to exceed 
$1000 per annum and a $10 fee in each case, 
Both amounts, together with his expenses, 
are to be piid by the Government.

They will be set aside within six months 
after being nade, in the event fraud was 
practiced, upon the bearing for configma- 
tion, 

A discharge wiil be granted to a person, 
not a corporation, when appiied for after 
two and within six months after the adjudi- 
cation, uniess it appears that the bankrupt 
has failed to keep proper books of account, 
a feiony, committed perjury, 
failed to act in good faith, given a prefer- 
ence which has not surrendered, 
knowingly made a false statement to secure 
credit, bribed any officer or creditur, fraudu- 
lently transferred property which has not 
been surrendered, or neglected his duties as 
a bankrupt. The discharge will be set aside 
within two years after being granted upon 
proof that it was fraudu.ently obtained, 

The exemptions of a bankrupt shall be 
the same as are congp hee an by the |.ws of the 
State in. which the proceedings are pending 
at the time of the filing of the petition. - 

Preferred creditors or those who have, 
within four months before the filing of a 
petition, preeured property-from an insol- 
vent with iutent to defedt the operations of 
this act, to obtain a greater percentage 
than other creditors, or to prevent the pro 
erty from coming to the trustee in bank- 
ruptey. If a preference has been given, 
the property or the vaiue thereof may be re- 
covered by the trustee. 

Debts which have priority are those. 
which are due as taxes when the property 
is subject thereto. Other debts having 
priority are the c.erk’s fee, the percentage 
fees, the cost of «dininistration, wages due 
employés according to the laws of the 
State, and debts which have priority under 
the laws of the United States. 

Dividends shail be declared and paid of 
an equal percenatge on ail ailowed claims 
of the samo class as as possibie. 

Liens obtained by compulsory process 
within four months before the filing of a 
petition in bankrup'cy shall be dissulved by 
an adjudication. Liens given prior to an 
adjudication tn good faith, and not in con- 
teupiation of for a present 
consideration shall not affected by the 


act. 

Provisions are made for filing petitions; 
the issuance and return of process; the 
making of adjudications by the cuwurt, or, 
in the absence ot the judge, the transfer of 
the case to the referee; the taking of 
appeals and issuance of writs of 
error; the arbitration or compro- 
mise of controversies; the examina- 
tion of bankrupts and other persens 
concerning the affairs of the bankrupt; jury 
tri.is; notices in newspapers; taking oaths; 
making rales, forms, and orders by the Su- 
preme Court; computation of time: the giv- 
ing of bonds by reteres and trustees; pun- 
ishment for contempt; the punishment of 
crimes committed by persons, bankrupts, 
ahd officers; the death of trustees or bank- 
rupts; the collection of bankruptcy statis- 
tics; the qualification of referees; the man- 
ner of keeping records of referees; the 
arrest of the bankrupt and the seizure of 
his property; the giving of notices to tne 
creditors; the filing of petitions against 
bankrupts; the proof of claims; ‘iquidating 
unliquidated claims; the qualifications of 
voters at neetings of creditors; investment 
of cash in certain cases; the designation of 
depositories for funds; the diaposition of 
unclaimed dividends,  s-t-off counter 
claims, and the transmission the bank-

- THE BOYCOTT. 


It is Entirely Wrong in Law 
and Ethies, 


A BUSINESS’ MISTAKE BESIDES. 


Poor Business Policy to Make a 
Small Profit Today and Risk 
a Fatal Disaster 
Next Year. 


ments from its columns on account of 
the boycott, the Sacramento Bee says: 

“That action of the kind is wrong 
ethically needs no further proof than 
the recital of the illustration above. 
The gentlemen themselves do not de- 
fend the ethics of their act, but claim 


that the business aspect overshadows 
the ethical. ' 


That it was wrong in law is also 
conceded. Every intelligent person in 
this community is now familiar with 
the decisions of the courts, and knows 
that the agreements between the boy- 
cotters and the merchants was in the 
nature of a conspiracy expressly for- 
bidden by the injuvction. 

That the firms bave committed a 
business mistake in taking the action 
they did, seems equaily clear on ex- 
amination, though not so readily con- 
ceded, 

Suppose, for the moment, that a boy- 
cott against the three houses named 
could have been successfully conducted 
so astoinjure slightly their business 
unless they consented to assist in in- 
juring the Bee. Still the fact remains 
thay their action tended to give a per- 
mavent recognition to the system of 
boycotting, which carried out means 
the death of all enterprise and the ruin 
of all business. It is a power which 
knows no right and no wrong save its 
own whims, and no one therefore can 
say, ‘I can afford to build it up, for 
while it may rnin my neighbors it can- 
not injure me.”’ 

But the fact is that had those three 
firms declined to join the boycotters 
there would have been uo more. boy- 
cott; and the boycotters would have 
been powerless to injure their busi- 
ness. With the great and noble- 
hearted American people the boycott 
finds no favor, and a boycottee gains 
more patronage than he loses. A man 
who has the pluck to stand up for his 
rights, and declines to knife his neigh- 
bors at a foe’s dictation will never 
command aught but respect and ad- 
miration in this country. When ‘the 
American sentiment of mauhood is 
dead, then may the boycotter be ad- 
mired and assisted by true citizens. 
Other firms have been boycotted be- 
cause they sufficiently approved the 
Bee’s course and had the pluc« to fol- 
low 1t themséives; ask them if their 
business is being injured. 

It is poor business policy to makea 
small profit today and,in making it, 
risk-a-fatal disaster uext year or the 
year after. better business wis- 
dom to spend money in fighting a boy- 
cott and insuring permanent prosperity 
to the community ihan to save a few 
dollars for today by yielding to its de- 
mands. 

The land tben will be no security for 
rights of persons or property; the law 
will be powerless to protect, and enter- 
prise will be dead and manufactures 
entirely ceased, In that event the firms 
who may now save a few dollars in as- 
sisting a boycott will be glad to realize 
on what they bave and with it depart 
to other lands where the law has still 
the power to protect. 

That assisting the boycott is a crime 
against politics follows readily from 
what has already been said, Govern- 
ments are instituted for the protection 
of the rights and persons of citizens. 
When the laws are powerless in the 
face of any force then has the citizen 
no protection, and government gives 


| place to anarchy. The boycott boldly 


deties the law, declares that it is above 
the law, and even threatens the judge 
on the bench should he dare to inter- 
pret the laws against the eyil. Who 
assists the boycott in reaching and 
maintaining the position it arrogates 
to itself is not a desirable citizen; it is 
not of such stuff that those were made 
who an hundred years ago conserved 
the liberties we now enjoy. 

It is practically a matter of indiffer- 
ence to the community at large aud in 
no way intimately connected with its 
welfare whether the Bee lives or dies. 
If it die other papers — good or 
better may supplant it. But itisa 
matter of supreme concern to an 
community that no business within it 
shouid be injured by a boycott, and 
that such boycott should be counte- 
nauced by citizeus of recognized stand- 
ing. The precedent thus established 
will speedily kill the liberties of the 
people, and array them as either cow- 
ards or builies, with no interest save 
that of pulling down their friends that 
they themselves may live awhile 
longer. In the fight for the principle 
"involved the Bee is merely an accident, 
possibly a plucky accident, but noth- 
ing more. It chances to be the stand- 
ard-bearer in a great fight.

Cuarles K. Hamnond’s notorious 
Cleveland-street bouse, London, and 
who escaped with Hammond to this 
country, today made a statement con- 
cerning the notorious place, and swore 
to ite truth before James A. Liillyer, 
notary public, in the presence of sev- 
eral witnesses. | 

Hammond is under a sentence of two 
years in the penitentiary for grand lar- 
ceny, and the boy, who has heretvfore 
been afraid to tell the story because of 
Hammond’s threats of persona! vio- 
lence, uow tells it voluntarily. Young 
Ames was secretary for Hammond and 
says that he wrote many letters last 
tos to English noblemen demauding 

ush money. His sworn statement is 
in part as follows: 

In June, 1888, Thos. Conway, a boy 19 
years of age, wid me of the existence of 
the house kept by Hammond on Cieveland 
sirect, London, and induced me to go there 
with him. As the life was an easy one and 
money was pienty, 1 remained ‘there until 
June, 1889, at which tiwe the discovery of 
the nature Of the house compviled Ham- 
mond and myself to leave London. The 
house, 1 was wid by Hammond, had 
been running between three and four 
years, aud during the year! was there about 
twenty men visitei the house recular. 
Many of these were intruduced into the 
house under faise names, and the names of 
some Were ever knewn, either to Ham- 
mond or myseif. Seven of the men I be- 
came persunaliy «cquainted with, aud their 
names were Karl oi Euston, Lord Arthur 
Somerset, Robert Jervvice, Officer 
Miitiand, Perey St. fford, cupiiaiist, Haugh 
Wagiin, banker, «nd Capt. Barbey of the 


army.

While in Ho auzy, Newton, 
the lawyer, sent word to Heummund to 
go to Aftwerp, where would 
ineet him and arrange matters, We wet 
Newton at isrussel4, 1nd inaroom in one 
of the hotels there Newton asked Haimn- 
mond what he would take to go to America.

the return of dead Indian warriwrs for a 
crusade against the whites, seems to have 
taken a strong hold, not only upon the 
Sioux, but upon some other tribes,

You will at once cause a personal investi- 
gation to be made by either the division or 
department commander into the actual con- 
dition of things among the Sioux, and di- 
rect him to make an early reportuf his ob- 
servations and aby recummendatious that 
he may have tosubmit. In the meantime, 
you wiil see that ali necessary pré¢autions 
are taken to have the troops in that vicinity 
prepared to cudperate in the execution of 
any orders that may be adopted.

BLAINE’S POSITION. 


The Minister of Justice Says That 
the St. Helena Incident Does 
Not Apply tothe Pres- 
ent Dispute.

Orrawa (Ont.,) Jan. 7.—| By the As- 
sociated Press.] Considerable inter- 
est is manifested here in the latest 
phase of the Bering Sea discussion, 
caused by the publication of. Mr. 
Blaine’s reply to Lord Salisbury. Mr. 
Blaine seems to have hit upon one or 
two new points, and with a view to as- 
certaining their relative strength Sir 
John Thompson, Minister of Justice, 
was asked for his opinion upon them. 
Sir John said that in the case of the 
Ceylon pearlfisheries the jurisdiction 
exercised by England simply prohibits 
injurious operation of those fisheries 
by the British subjects, and there has 
been no attempt to exclude foreigners 
from the pearl fisheries or restrain 
their operations. 

**Wuat do you think of Mr. Blaine’s 
contention as regards St. Helena?”’ 

“That,” answered Sir John, “seems 
to be a new.point raised, and takes us 
back to 1816. Napoleon was then con- 
fined at St. Helena, and Great Britain’s 
action in excluding vessels from 
waters within eight leagues of St. 
Helena was a meusure of war taken 
in concert with the great allied powers 
who alone would be interested. At

Printing Deficiency Bill was agreed to.

financial panic. hatever may besaid 
about its shortcomings, its effect on pre 
immediate situation has been of a 
beneticent character. He did not 
share the fears of the Senator 
from QObio (Mr. Sterman) as to 
what would happen from the free 
coinage of silver. Perhaps he was not 
as sensitive on that point as he might 
have been if he had not beard so often 
similar forebodings from the same quar- 
terth’t had not been realized. He 
(Mr. Piumb) was not ableto give his 
support tothe bill reported by the 
F.nance Committee. He was opposed 
tothe first section providing for the 
purchase of $12,000,000 of silver. It 
would, of course, add that much money 
to the circulation, but it would bear on 
its face a disposition to help a certain 
class of people at the expense of the 
Treasury. 

It was in the interest of our trade 
and of honest money that the country 
should establish, as nearly as possible, 
a ‘parity between gold and silver. The 
population of the country was increas- 
ing at the rate of 24 per cent., while 
business was ineredsiug at the rate of 
8 per cent The circulation should 
have relation to, both population and 
business. There should be -interna- 
tional bimetallism. He did not bold 
that the tree coinage of silver was a 
cure for all evils, but he did contend 
that it was a long, wise and much- 
needed step in the right direction.

Railroad Companies Make a}, 


Mistake. 


THE PUBLIC 


Business Men Consider Them selves 


Imposed Upon—Notes and C om- 
_ment—Personals, Brevities 
“and Locals, . 


When the Santa Fé and the Termi- 


~ nal Railway companies raised the rates 


of fare between Pasadena and Los 
Angeles on the first of Junuary, they 
did something which has proved de- 
cidedly unpopular, In fact the people 
of Pasadena are dead down on it, and 
the quicker the said corporations be- 
come convinced of this fact, the better, 
probably, it will be -for all parties con- 
cerned. 

A brief review of rates, past and 
present, is not untimely. The facts of 
the case seem to indicate that the rail- 
roads are not acting eutirely in good 
faith. On the old San Gabriel Valley 
road the original rates were from Old

sixty rides on business men’s monthly 
commutation tickets. These rates 
were adhered to for a time by this 
rouad’s successor, the Santa Fé. 

When the Cross road asked for a 
franchise to run its tracks to the pres- 
ent station, a paper was signed by the 
then commuters living bere and doing 
business in Los Augeles together with 
other less-directly-interested citizens, 
suggesting that as these valuabie rail- 
road frauchises should bring Pasadena 
some reciprocal benefits, a condition 

recedent to the granting of the 


ranchise should be that com- 
mutation rates sbould be fixed 
at $3 per month for business 


_men, with proportionate rates tor the 


large number of teachers and scholars 
then traveling. in this connection it 
was also suggested that the iow round- 
trip rate proposed—25 cents—would 
an injury to our merchants, un- 
ess some concessions were taade in 
the matter of commutation tickets to 
offer inducements to people from Los 
Angeles to make their residence here. 
No action was taken on the petition 
by those in authority, presumably be-. 


- cause of the tair promises of the Cross 


road management, among others be- 
ing the announcement thatthe commu- 
tation rate would meats exceed $5 a 
month. 

The rates, however, on the first day 
of 1891 were made for monthly tickets, 
sixty rides, $7; round-trip tickets, 
good for one day. 25 cents; good 
for ten days, 35 cents. Here we have 
a gentile increase in the rate of about 
80 percent. Furthermore no monthiy 


tions between Pasadena and Los An- 
geles, and the agents in Pasadena re- 
port no buyers here. It doesn’t take 
much ot amathematician to figure that 
if a person travels twenty-six work- 
ing days ou round-trip tickets, it only 
costs him $650, and every ticket- 
holder loses more or less trips. Nat- 
urally, thereiore, no one is auxions to 
squander $7 for a commutation ticket. 
As a result there is a rush every morn- 
ing for round-trip tickets, in which 
some invariably get left. 

As an excuse for the raise, the rail 
roads claim that they made no money 
at former rates. What corporation has 
made movey off Pasadenians during 
the past three years, if not the Santa 
Fé? If the business of Pasadena was 
worth dividing among three roacs, 
why cannot these roads take the same 
medicine as the people and merchants 
who support them, and wait a reason- 
able period for the return of prosperity 
far which others. wait? 

The raise in the rates is generally 
considered an outrage all a ong the 
line between bere aud Los Angeles, 
and especially a violation of implied 
pledges and promises on the part of the 
Cross road. It would seem there must 
be a remedy somewhere. Article 12, 
section 20, of the Constitution of Cali- 
fornia closes thus: ““Wbheuever a rail- 
road corporation shall, for the purpose 
of competing with any other common 
carrier, lower its rates of trans- 

oftation of passengers or freight 

rom one point to another 
such reduced rates shall not be again 
raised or increased from such 
standard without the consent of the 
governmental authority in which sball 
be vesied the power to regulate fares 
and freights.”” A bint to the Council. 
Why not invoke, through the City At- 
torney, the Railroad Commissioner or 
the Attorney-General, for an opinion 
as to whether or not there has been a 
violation of such organic law, and, if 
s0,to apply the remedy? A! ready a 
number of travelers, who look upon 
the Cross road as at fault and as being 
made acatspaw of by the Santa Fé, 
have returned to the latter, feeling 
their rfp and friendship to the new 
road ill requited. 

The aissatisfaction is not confined 
by any means to the business men who 
ride in and out from town every dav. 
A number of the prominent citizens 
representing alllines of trade spoken 
toon the subject, Without exception 
spoke of the raise as unjust and a poor 
return for the patronage bestowed by 
the people of this town during more 
prosperous times.

WORMS IN P&ACH TREES. 


Some Words of Warning from Mr. 
Thompson. 

The following important communi- 
cation was banded to THe TIMEs yes- 
terday by C. C. Thompson. It is 
worthy of careful perusal by all who 
are interested in fruit: 

“T have received some peach trees 
from Oakland which were quit# badly 
intested with borers, They were lo- 
cated at or near the ground as they 
were standing inthe nursery. They 
were so covered with mud that I did 
not notice them till [had a part of 
them planted. They are the same 
| kind which are so troublesome in the 
East. I understand they were intro- 
duced by getting trees from the East. 
This is something we have to be very 
careful about, or we shall have a 
great deal of troublein the future. To 


less unless the borers are killed. “it 
has been recommended todip the trees in 
a solution of caustic soda, oil and resin, 
but I am satisfied this cannot reach 
them, as they are located so far from 
the outside of the tree. [am going to 
pull up those that { have planted and 
wash the roots clean, and throw out 
those that are diseased. lt is not hard 
to find the borer by following his 
course under the bark, and dig it out, 
and if wecan getall of them ino this 
way while they are in the larve state, 
we might pot have much trouble 
with them. We are going to get an 
endless amount of trouble from this 
year’s planting, unless we use the 
strictest care in selecting our trees. 
Thev are very scarce, aud consequently 
all kinds, both good and bad, will 
thrown on the market. 

We had better wait another year 
than plant trees which will have to be 
thrown out after they are old more 
to bear.”

Coming Legislature Should 
Look Into the Matter. 
. [Fresno Budget. 
The incoming Legislature has before 
it the important duty of “heading off” 
some of the outrageous jobs perpetrated 
by the last session of Luatl great aygre- 
gation of wisdom and statesmansbip. 
A tair sample of what needs to be 
done to prevent the robbery of the tax- 
payers tur an indefinite perio’ is tound 
in the action being taken by the 
trustees or committeemen appointed 


to look after the building of 
the two additional insane’ asy- 
iums, for which liberal appropria- 


tions Were made, 
completed and work commenced on 
these vew institutions, one in San 
Berpardivo aud the other in Mendo- 
cino. We are not informed in regard 
to the plans for the San Bernardino 
asylum, but we take it for granted 
that the local committee of that enter- 
prising county will not be bebind that 
ot tbe backwoods Mendocino iu taking 
advantage of an opportunity to pillage. 
the entire State iu order to gain a mag- 
uificent public building with which 
to decorate their town. 

A picture of the proposed Mendocino 
asylum has been priuted and some of 
the detuils made public. The picture 
looks like a cross between a medieval 
castie and the main building of the 
Chicago Exposition. Tne total frout- 
age is to be 900 feet, with a depth 
vf 850 feet laundry will 
cover apn area of 140x459 feet.
